Friends, students, Mom and Dad: 

I am honoured but most of all 
scared to address you tonight on 
behalf of the graduating class. 

It’s now been almost a year since 
I attended Forster. When I came 
back to visit my old school and saw 
all the changes that had been made, 
my first impression was that the 
students here now are getting all the 
breaks that we didn’t get. But a re- 
mark I overheard in a discussion 
about the emblem for the gym floor shook me up a little. One student re- 
marked rather sarcastically that Mr. Krol’s scowling face should adorn 
the gym floor.

So I hope I am representative of my class 
in expressing my gratitude to everyone and in saying that was maybe not 
so great by the traditional academic measurements but great in spirit 
and great in willingness to sacrifice their time and energy for other 
than their own selfish interests.
